London, Mar. 3—Opinion was held 
in all circles today that an Anglo- 
French accord is nearer than it has 
been at any other time In more than 
a year as a result of the frank letters 
addressed by Premier Ramsay Mac­ 
Donald to Prem ier Poincare, asking 
for closer and more amicable rela­ 
tions between the two powers. 
The communications exchanged be­ 
tween the two premiers wrere given 
out for publication In Monday morn­ 
ing’s newspapers. 
Practically all London papers ap­ 
plauded MacDonald’s firmness and 
frankness, especially his open decla­ 
ration that the British people were 
suspicious of the mighty air fleet built 
up by the French.

Funds Urgently Needed For Relief 
of Germany’s Suffering Children 
SEED CORN TESTS 
MADE AT SCHOOL 
FIRST IN COUNTY 


The first test of seed corn at the 
Xenia station, a t tho C entral High 
School Building, was taken off by 
Fred R. K eeler, Smlth-Hughes Agri­ 
cultural teacher, and Ford S. Prince, 
County Farm Bureau Agent, last Fri­ 
day, and upon exam ination it was 
found th a t the cora th at had been 
selected from the field last fall, and 
dried properly, was in good condition, 
while th at which was selected from 
the crib, was only about 60 per cent 
good, and in poor condition. 
The re ­ 
sults of tests at the other three corn 
testing stations In Greene 
County 
have not been announced. 
Sum m arised results of the various 
seed corn culling schools held In dif­ 
ferent parts of Fayette County show 
some startling conditions, according 
to W. W. M ontgomery, county club 


agent. 
All corn so far examined In 
the county has 
scowed 
a 
striking 
amount of molds In every form. Even 
solid and bright looking oars when ex­ 
amined closely show they are carrying 
some form of mold. Much of the corn 
shows immaturity. 


This has been noticed by the farm­ 
ers In the poor feeding quality of the 
corn this past season. 
In culling the 
immaturity shows up In ears which 
have kernels that are chalky In tex­ 
ture, dull In lustre and shrunken at 
the tip. Desirable kernels are horny 
In texture except slight cap of soft 
starch just lander the dent, and havo 
a bright oily lustre. 
Starchy kernels 
are more susceptible to disease and 
they contain a lower percentage of 
protein. 
Corn In which the germ has been 
killed due to freezing shows a wide 
variation, both as to the way the corn 
has been handled and also somewhat 
as regard the northern and southern 
part of the county. This is due not to 
a difference in the temperature of oold 
w eether this winter, but in respect to 
severely forst bitten corn last fall, 
which was much worse In the north­ 


ern part of the county than in the 
southern. 
Corn which got well dried out last 
fall, has stood the freezing remark­ 
ably well. 
Some crib corn has been 
found relatively free from dead germs 
due to freezing. 
However, some corr. 
presumably stored away in a dry place 
and thought to be dry last fall, has 
been severely injured by the zero 
weather. 
A bulletin on ‘‘Culling Seed Corn” 
Is available to the public at the Farm 
Bureau office.

It would be no exaggeration to say 
that scores of people literally cough 
themselves into their graves.

Note that I say ‘‘a cold ne­ 
glected,” for neither a cough nor a 
cold will necessarily kill unless wrong­ 
ly treated or allowed to develop into 
a more serious malady. 
The mystery of a cold has been in­ 
quired into and debated for ages. The 
term "cold” is so used because we have 
always associated the ailment with 
cold weather and low degrees of tem­ 
perature. 
As soon as we get away 
from this idea vee will find the way 
to prevent and relieve colds. 
Only a short time ago we read the 
warning sent out by a medical official 
of the government in regards to the 
expected epidemic of colds and influ­ 
enza advising people to put on their 
heavies earlier than usual and to eat 
plenty of nourishing food. Then fol­ 
lows advice in regards Ro fresh air 
and ventilation and cleanliness, all of 
which latter is fine, but we object to 
the first two points of advice, unless 
qualified to some extent. 
I can recall the many colds I ex­ 
perienced as a youngster on the farm, 
notwithstanding the 
woolen 
under­ 
wear, 
woolen 
socks, 
and 
general 
building-up paraphernalia which en­ 
swathed me, and the heavy farmer’* 
diet I engorged. 
To this might be 
added the closed windows and efforts 
made to keep the house warm “and 
free from drafts. Latest reports show 
that the farmer regardless of his op­ 
portunity for fresh air and exercise, 
is especially subject to respiratory difi 
ease, such as colds, bronchitis, and 
Eneumonia. That heavy clothing and 
cavy diet are important factors I firm­ 
ly believe. 
Just now the theory of the bacterial 
origin of colds holds supremacy. Colds 
are considered contagious. In another 
decade this belief will have' gone the 
way of mtn^r other ideas that doctors 
used to believe in. 
That there are 
plenty of bacteria in the discharges of 
the patient no one can deny, and a few 
of these may take up their habitat in 
the respiratory tract of some other 
poor unsuspecting individual who may 
subsequently develop a cold, but that 
these are the fundamental causes of 
colds has been disproved over and 
over again. 
If bacteria caused colds 
every person in a church with a half 
a dozen coughing members should 
come down in a few days with the 
gjitrte rn in n U m t.

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A FEW OBSERVATIONS ON THE STATE OF THE UNION 


Tile value to his country of Abraham Lincoln was that, fitted 
for his tas^ he did the work at hand. That is what we Republicans 
Lincoln's followers, must do now. Fewer law's better enforced, less 
government better administered, more liberty better ordered— 
these are the needs of the time The country is smothered by legis­ 
lation. The boundaries of law have been broken over, and statutes 
have invaded the province of the pulpit and the school. 
The church has abdicated to the state which can not possibly 
do the church’s work—the Sermon on the Mount is higher than 
acts of Congress or legislatures. 
The attem pt to regiment the business activities of the people 
has resulted in multitudes of government bureaus, boards and com­ 
missions, Hives of bureaucracy from which swarms of government 
agents fiy over the land, disciplining industry and trade and eat­ 
ing up the substance of the people. 
Expense of government has swollen to dropsical bulk, and ad­ 
ministration of government has become so intricate and involved 
that nobody can comprehend its workings. 
For 
instance 
when 
Lincoln 
became 
president 
there 
were, all told, fewer than one public official for every 800 adult citi­ 
zens; today, according to the careful report of the National Indus­ 
trial Conference Board, recently issued, there is one government 
employe for every l l persons over 16 years of age. 
The salaries alone, of these millions of public employes total 
93,800,000,000 every year. 
And what has come of it? The machinery of government has 
been so extended and overloaded that breakdown is imminent; 
and natural law of commerce are 
jammed 
into 
bureaucratic 
straigh t-j ackets. 
Men and women engaged in business the soul of which is up­ 
rightness, are goosestepped by government drill sergeants who 
themselves could not successfully direct any one of the myriad 
forms of productive industry that, taken together, have made 
America the economic wonder and envy of the world. 
Those who do the day’s work of the nation are so terrorized 
by tax-gatherers and other government spies and inspectors that 
American character is being transformed from that of upstanding 
fearless citizens of a republic into that of furtive and hypocritical 
subject of an autocracy. 
That, in spite of repressive laws and oppressive execution of 
them, American business makes headway is due to the wealth of 
the land the resourcefulness of the people. 
The first step toward re-establishing affection for and obedi­ 
ence to legislation, lf a unanimous act of Congress provided that 
thereafter the sun should rise in the west, it would still rise in the 
eat. 
Some of the Ten Commandments can, should be and have 
been enacted into man-made law’s but not others. 
For instance, 
no human legislation can force love of God or reverence of parents. 
These illustrations show the limits of statutes and of govern­ 
ment restrictions. Beyond these limits and above them is the prov­ 
ince of the church. Congress or legislatures can not make us mer- j 
ciful or meek of heart; but the preacher can, if he does not turn 
over to the legislator his sacred task. 
Sothe first thing for us to do is to re-establish our polarity, 
as Emerson puts it—that is, to get our proportions right again. 
We are now afflicted with intellectual and spiritual astigmatim. 
We need a first class moral and mental oculist. 
To simplify goernment, to reduce public expenses, to make 
statutes intelligent and within the field of legislation—these are 
the basic problems we must solve. Others only less perplexing, con­ 
front us, such as transportation, taxation and immigration, for ex­ 
ample. 
If Congress were to work only on these three for a solid year 
to the exclusion of everything else and with the aid of the best 
informed and most thoughtful persons in the whole country, too 
much time and effort would not be given to these vital and press­ 
ing subjects.—By Albert J. Beveridge.
